PAL Is Just That-In Critical Situation 


Gary Hood 


PAL is an appropriate acronym for the name 
of the firefighters’ aid invented by Gary Hood of 
Sierra Madre. PAL— “Personal Alarm Locator”— 
emits a sharp sound that can be heard up to 150 feet 
away, alerting peer rescuers to find incapacitated or 
lost firemen. 

As is often the case, the need rose out of two sep¬ 
arate close calls,. Hood had while he was involved 
in a firefighting situation . The Sierra Madrean 
has been a fireman for 15 years, 11 of them 
with the city of Los Angeles. 

Once during a floor furnace fire, the 1 '/i-in. 
hose line of his breathing appartus got hung up on the 
cross members under a burning house. There he was, 
stuck, with the fire burning toward him. He couldn’t 
yell because he had the mask on. He was able to aban¬ 
don the apparatus and squirt the fire that was only 
five feet away by then. 

In another instance his breathing bottle ran out 
of air and he started looking for an escape route from 
the subterranean area. He crawled along the floor 
and managed to remove the mask. He finally found 
and exit, and lay on the curb on the other side of the

and the fright. 


Those two instances in ’74 and ’76 started *’is 
creative mind working on what could be done to save 
firemen from these sorts of situations. He decided on 
some sort of noisemaker. A cowbell? Hardly. Then 
is when he hit on the horn with a battery. 

His first device was an LED (light emitting di¬ 
ode), an on-and-off switch with a battery. Then he 
added a motion detector “since there’s a need to mo¬ 
nitor a person’s motion in that type of situation. Fire¬ 
men’s hearts have been monitored at over 250 beats 
per minute when norm is about 153 beats while exer¬ 
cising, 54 for a resting heart,” Hood explains. 

Lifeline Safety Products Inc. was incorporated 
seven years ago and he built the first devices. Then he 
hired an engineer to make a sophisticated device and 
now Hood deals directly with a manufacturer. 

“I’ve done a poor boy project all the way,” Hood 
smiles, shaking his head. 

But this device is not just for firefighters. How 
about workers who are isolated in laboratories, ware¬ 
houses, big tanks or vats? How about senior citizens 
since the device goes off automatically when a person 
quits moving for 25 seconds.

“And 
just let me give a word of 
caution to others who have 
high blood pressure and need 
to lose weight. Do what your 
doctors tell you to do.”

Pasadena Unified School District Board of 
Education members have a difficult decision 
facing them mid-December when It is their duty 
to appoint a new member to fill the vacancy 
left following the death of Trustee Frank Ku- 
chenski, 53, who collapsed and died last week 
f 'owing an apparent heart attack. 

That decision Is bound to Impact Sierra 
Madre since Kuchenski was this town’s link 
with the school board that governs the com¬ 
munities of Pasadena, Altadena, and Sierra 
Madre, all parts under the umbrella of the Pasa¬ 
dena-based board. 

Kuchenski and Henry S. Myers Jr. were 
known conservatives on a board that also In¬ 
cluded Marjorie Wyatt, Kathryn T. Nack and 
Elbie J. Hickambottom, the last-named who is 
chairman of the board. Nack and Hickambot- 
tom’s terms expire in March, 1983, but Kuchen¬ 
ski, along with Wyatt, had two more years to go, 
having just been elected in 1981. 

Deputy County Counsel Donovan Main will 
probably advise the board of its choices at the 
Dec. 14 board meeting. 

That leaves only one route for Sierra Ma- 
dreans if they want a representative on the 
board: to contact the school district office im¬ 
mediately with their choices and hope that 
someone listens to their pleas.

Among anthropologists, the holiday rituals 
are known as "rites of Intensification’’ and are 
considered as vital as the better-known “rites 
of passage’’ that accompany major life events. 

All societies and all human beings need 
rituals and rites of Intensification, authorities 
contend. Rites of intensification are seasonal 

and seiNa \o TeXnlorca XVta \dan\\\^aa ol commu¬ 
nities or specific family and social groups. 

Even In ancient times, holiday celebrations 
were rites of intensification and occasions for 
great merriment— marking such milestones as 
the end of a year, a harvest and the beginning 
of the winter hiatus in agricultural labor. 

While Hanukkah, Christmas and New Year’s 
Eve are all rites of intensification, different 
expectations are associated with each. 

New Year’s is not so compulsory an obser¬ 
vance. The person who declines a night on the 
town might successfully substitute another rite 
of intensification. He could be a football buff, 
for example. Football games are a rite of inten¬ 
sification for many fans, and he might be saving 
his energy for the Rose Bowl. 

Changes In modern society have been re¬ 
flected in the way people observe their holiday 
rituals. 

And so— despite changes in family struc¬ 
ture, religion and other aspects of modern life- 
most people continue to observe rituals as an 
integral part of their lives.

In 1979 a rirerighter died, and some of the men 
who were working with him were wearing PAL. The 
nan who died was not wearing the device. “Those 
Iremen who survived said the guy would be alive to- 
lay if he’d had the PAL.” Hood explains. 

California Occupational Safety Health Associ- 
ition suggested purchase of PAL and other compa¬ 
nies picked them up following this advice, Hood says. 

We sent the test results to OSHA and the device 
ested out well with a ‘comfortable margin of safety.’ 
)f course, other companies met the specs also.” 

Hood has distributors for his product in 30 areas, 
ticluding several U.S. states and Africa, Australia, 
.anada, Philippines, Saudi Arabia, France and En- 
land. It sells for $99.50 retail.

:ss and they are excellent business people.”
